The All-American Awards for 1937 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


HIS 16th Annual Presentation of the Holstein- 
i Friesian World All-American Selections carries some 
brand new features which we offer with a consider- 
able degree of pride. The first year, back in 1922, the 
selections were made by W. S. Moscrip, who that year 
served as judge at the National Dairy Show, Eastern 
States Exposition, Pacific International Livestock Ex- 
position and a number of State Fairs. The idea was so in- 
stantly popular and received such a rousing reception that 
the method of selection was broadened somewhat to 
include the judges at the National, Waterloo, Pacific 
International and Eastern States shows, with the Editor 
of the World as an ex-officio member. Because the 
judges were often located far apart and it was all a 
labor of love, it was never possible for the complete 
committee to get together for a personal discussion of 
the awards. General procedure was for a sub-committee 
usually about three members, to get together follow- 
ing the Canadian Royal judging and make up a tenta- 
tive list of selections which was submitted to the full 
committee by mail for their individual approval or sug- 
gestion. There were always some embarrassing fea- 
tures in this method, where different members in effect 
had to be asked to reverse their own earlier judgments 
at the shows in order to sign a unanimous report. There 
was also a little feeling, perhaps, that this method of 
operation did not provide quite a free expression of 
judgment from every member. On one or two occasions, 
the idea of discontinuing the selections was broached 
Readers protested vigorously, demanding its continuance 
as a worthwhile contribution to breed improvement, and 
in a questionnaire sent to all exhibitors, nearly 90 per 
cent asked that the selections be continued. 

So a slightly different method of selection was inau- 
gurated for 1937—in an effort to meet such objections 
as had been raised. The Committee was expanded, the 
judges at the Canadian National Exhibition and Royal 
Winter Fair of Canada being added to bring the number 
to six. Judges at all national, regional, state and pro- 
vincial shows of the U. S. and Canada were then asked 
to submit nominations of such animals as they passed on 
during the season which they considered worthy of All- 
American consideration. This was to insure against over- 
looking worthwhile animals—and every animal nominated 
must be regarded as having received a signal. honor, 
regardless of the final outcome. These nominations were 
considered completed when the owner submitted a suit- 
able picture. Pictures of all the nominations were then 
presented to the members of the Selection Committee, 
who voted independently their first, second and third 
choices in each class. 

Each first place vote counted 7 points; each second 
place vote 3 points, and each third place vote 1 point. 
The six official ballots were then canvassed by the Secre- 
tary of the Committee (the Editor of the World), and 
ranking determined accordingly. The animal with the 
largest number of points in each class was declared the 
All-American choice; second highest Reserve All-Amer- 
ican, and Honorable Mention to every nominee receiving 
any vote points. The results of this vote in detail will 
be found as a part of the table on page 9. 

We want to express our appreciation of the coopera- 
tion extended by judges through the season in making 
nominations and to the Selection Committee for the time 
and study which they so willingly gave to the making 
of these awards. The 1937 committee consisted of W. S. 
Moscrip, National Dairy Show; Dean H. H. Kildee, Dairy 
Cattle Congress; Paul B. Misner, Eastern States Exposi- 
tion; Prof. D. L. Fourt, Pacific International; Clarence 
Goodhue, Royal Winter Fair, and T. R. Dent, Canadian 
National Exhibition. 

Taking up the various classes, we find that the six 
judges were unanimous in their first choices in only six 
classes. These were Man-O-War Progressor, aged bull; 
King Bessie Gypsie, 2-year-old bull; Waupun Tritomia 
Fobes Homestead, junior yearling bull; Sensation Zilla 
of Baker Farm, aged cow; the Get of King Toitilla Acme 
and the Produce of May Heilo Sensation. We are not 
announcing the individual votes of committee members, 
as we feel this would be putting the Committee unneces- 
sarily ‘‘on the spot’’, but for those that are particularly 


interested we are glad to list the make-up of the point 
totals. 

In the aged bull class, with six nominations, Man-O- 
War Progressor, as mentioned was the unanimous choice 
for All-American rating, and King Bessie Korndyke 
Ormsby 14th was the unanimous second choice. Cornu- 
copia Lad Posch received five of the six votes for third 
place; Pietertje Ormsby Denver Prince, one. 

The 3-year-old bull class, with six nominations, was 
an open battle. Paul Olympus Rocharm, distinguished 
Canadian winner, received three first place votes and one 
second, for a total of 24 points. Man-O-War Ormsby Posch 
National winner, had one vote for first, two for second and 
for third, a total of 14 points. King Bessie Korndyke 
Ormsby 22d had a first, a second and a third, for 11 
points. Forum King Bessie, Waterloo winner, had one 
first and two seconds for 9 points. Cornell Pride had two 
seconds and a third for 7, and Hallrose Tritomia one 
third for a single point, thus giving official recognition 
to all six of the nominations. 

The four 2-year-old nominations did not present a 
serious problem to the Committee. All six voted for 
King Bessie Gypsie for All-American and Posch Ormsby 
Fobes 11th for Reserve. Five gave third place votes to 
Rooker Francy the Great; one to Emperor of Moose- 
heart. 


There were seven senior yearling bulls nominated, 
and six of them received votes. Lonsdale Ne Plus Sir 
Model, undefeated Canadian, had four votes for first 
choice, giving him a total of 28 points. Wimbledon 
Dean Marathon 4th, undefeated U. S. winner, had two 
votes for first place, two for second and two for third, a 
tetal of 22 paints. Cornucopia Lad Wardlaw had four 
votes for Reserve position to total 12. Pabst Sir Mon- 
sader Eyebright had two third place votes: Romeo Posch 
Ormsby and Man-O-War Concentrate one each. 


The junior yearling bulls had a logical leader in the 
undefeated Waupun Tritomia Fobes Homestead, unani- 
mous first choice. Reserve position was a close battle 
between the other two nominees. Sir Lucifer Posch, 
with four seconds and two third places votes totalling 14 
points, to 10 points for Sir Man-O-War Rue, who had 
two second place votes and four thirds. 

Five of the six bull calves received official recogni- 
tion. King Bessie Senator, with four first place votes 
and two for second, totalled 34 pcints to win handily 
over Carnation Clipper, who had two All-American votes 
and two Reserve for 20 points. Wait Farm Mercedes 
Ormsby Judge, with two Reserve and one third place 
vote, totalled 7 points, to rate above Fresniere Righta- 
way Gouverneur, whose 4 points came from third choice 
votes. Adohr Johanna Ben received one third choice 
vote. 


Among the aged cows, with seven nominations, the 
All-American choice was unanimous for Sensation Zilla 
of Baker Farm. Ten points was enough to win the Re- 
serve position for Cornell Ollie Catherine (three seconds 
and a third) over Strathmore Francy Matchless, whose 9 
point total resulted from two Reserve and three third 
place votes. Shungavalley Creamelle had one Reserve 
vote for three points; Hulda DeVries Ormsby and Colony 
Ianthe Tidy Colantha had one third place vote each for 
mention. 


The 4-year-old selection was principally a battle be- 
tween K B K O Josephine, Royal grand champion, and 
Oostie Inkarnation Bussie, National grand champion. The 
heifers met once at the National with Bussie first and 
Josephine second. In the form displayed by Josephine 
later at the Royal, however, she was first choice of four 
members of the Committee; second choice of two, for 4 
34-point total. Oostie Inkarnation Bussie had two first 
place votes, three seconds and a third, for 24 points. 
K B K O Rosie, sister of the winner, had a second and 
two thirds, for 5 points to rate in third position above 
Pabst Cascade Colanthus (2 third place votes) and 
Alfalfaland Jessie, with one point. 

Three different 3-year-old heifers received first place 
vetes. Carnation Edna Walker, last year’s All-Amer-

1670 Ballots Submitted—Triple Tie for First Place 


F definite proof were needed of the popular interest in 
{ the All-American awards, the results of the first 

annual All-American Voting Contest seem to provide 
a very convincing answer. A total of 1,670 ballots were 
submitted—practically 11% of our subscription list. 
They came from 44 States and the District of Columbia; 
also nine provinces of Canada. One entry came from 
Guatemala. They came from breeders and their wives

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Femco Alma Sets World Mark 


First 1000-Lb. Fat Junior-Two- Year-Old of Any Breed

T last, after more than thirty years of semi-official 
A testing, The Holstein-Friesian breed in the United 
States has produced a junior two-year-old heifer— 
starting under 2% years of age—with over 1,000 lbs. 
fat or 1,250 lbs. butter in a year, the first such record 
of any breed, anywhere in the world so far as published 
records show. 

On January 9, 1938, Femco Alma 1736539, bred and 
owned by Mr. F. E. Murphy at his Femco Farms, Breck- 
enridge, Minn., at the age of 2 years, 5 months, 20 days, 
completed a semi-official record of 1,002 lbs. fat (1,252.5 
lbs. butter) from 20,582.11 lbs. milk, with average test 
of 4.9%. She takes from Carnation Walker Hazelwood 
the honor of being world champion junior two-year-old 
of all breeds, the Carnation heifer’s record of 976.2 lbs. 
fat having stood at the head of the world list since 
1927. She also takes from a daughter of Carnation 
Walker Hazelwood the honor of being the highest test- 
ing 1,000-lb. fat producer of the Holstein-Friesian breed. 

It seems that in the junior two-year-old class, world 
champions are brought out not more often than once in 
every decade. It was back in 1915 that Finderne Mutual 
Fayne made her junior two-year-old record of 960.51 Ibs. 
fat and stood as the only ‘1,200-lb.’’ junior two-year- 
old until 1927, when Carnation Walker Hazelwood 
raised the ante to 976.2 lbs. fat; and now more than 
ten years later we have Femco Alma as the first 1,000- 
fat junior two-year-old. 

Like all large records made under the supervision 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, the rec- 
ord of Femco Alma was checked and double checked so 
that no shadow of doubt can ever be cast on these 
figures. According to Supt. Norton, she had 24 official 
test periods during her year, 10 of which were retests, 
one a three-day check test by an out-of-state supervisor, 
and five constant watch tests with two supervisors, one 
covering a four-day period and made by supervisors from 
other states. These carefully checked tests seem to 
prove that Femco Alma, in addition to being one of the 
great milk producers of her class, normally has an aver- 
age fat test nearly one-half as high again as the average 
of the breed in A. R. work. Truly a great heifer in 
every way and one that has brought top honors to the 
Holstein-Friesian breed, to the state of Minnesota and 
to Mr. Murphy and the entire Femco organization, in- 
cluding, of course Martin Morstad of Femco, who, we 
are told, had full charge of the new champion during 
the entire year, milking, feeding and grooming her, and 
bringing her out as the new champion of all time. We 
are also told that she was milked entirely by machine, 
this being one of the very few 1,000-lb. fat records ever 
made at any age by other than hand milking. 

Femco Alma is decidedly a Femco product. Not only 
was she herself bred at Femco, but her sire was also 
Femco-bred and her dam was born and raised on that 
farm. Her sire is Femco Count Walker Piebe 652820, 
a son of the former Femco herd sire, Count Veeman 
Segis Piebe 19th, he out of the former U. S. Champion 
over all ages and breeds, Daisy Aaggie Ormsby 3d with 
1,286.2 lbs. fat or 1,607 lbs. butter. The sire’s dam is 
one of the Femco matrons, Highland Carrie Walker 
1041270, whose record of 1,068.5 lbs. fat (1,335 Ibs. 
butter) from 30,249.5 lbs. milk was made at Femco 
some years ago. This great producer is a daughter of 
Count Walker Homestead Segis, a son of another former 
Femco matron, May Walker Ollie Homestead, also for 
many years U. S. champion over all ages and breeds with 
1,218.6 lbs. fat or 1,523 lbs. butter. 

The dam of Femco Alma is Femco Ormsby Duchess 
Alma 1442942. who early in 1937 broke the Minnesota 
State Record for Class C with 596.3 lbs. fat at 5 years, 
only to lose state honors a few weeks later to another 
Femco cow, Femco Cecelfa Ormsby. This dam was born 
at Femco in the summer of 1930 although bred by G. B. 
Warner, Wellington, Ohio. Her sire is DeCreamCo Bess 
Burke Fobes 7th, a proven son of DeCreamCo Bess 
Burke Fobes from Della Fobes Ormsby (746.2 lbs. fat), 
the sixth member of the former world champion eight- 
generation group, going back to old Princess Della. 

The granddam of Femco Alma is Wellington Duchess 
Johanna Alma, with 808.6 Ibs. fat from 22.054.3 Ibs. 
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milk, 3.7%, she one of the twelve 800-lb. fat daughters 
of Fairview Pontiac Beets Korndyke, outstanding son of 
old Pontiac Korndyke. 

The third dam is one of the old Warner brood cow Ri 
Wellington Duchess Johanna 237201, with three daugh- 
ters above 750 lbs. fat, two others with large short time 
records, and with many large record granddaughters, 
great granddaughters and even more remote descendants. 

As we go back into the pedigree of Femco Alma, we 
find that she gets more than 56% of her blood from five 
great proven sires, Sir P. O. M. 37th, Marathon Bess 
Burke, Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King, King Segis 
Pontiac Count and Fairview Pontiac Beets Korndyke 
and that she gets some 45% of her blood from six out- 
standing brood cows, Daisy Aaggie Ormsby 3d (1,286 
lbs. fat), May Walker Ollie Homestead (1,218 lbs. fat), 
Wisconsin Fobes (922 lbs. fat), Princess Della. (870 
lbs. fat), King Korndyke Pontiac Lass Arlene (810 Ibs. 
fat) and Wellington Duchess Johanna, the great brood 
cow mentioned above. With the exception of an outcross 
of Warner breeding in the bottom corner of the pedi- 
gree, these are the blood lines on which the Femco herd 
has been very largely built. 

The story of the new champion is being given wide 
publicity through the press, a news release with photo- 
graph or mat having been sent to 3,600 weekly papers 
and 2,200 dailies throughout North America and foreign 
countries. This splendid publicity cannot help but be 
beneficial to the breed as a whole. 

As to her feed and care, our information at this writ- 
ing is rather scanty, but according to the news release 
being sent to the papers, she was milked by machine and 
was fed a ration consisting of bran, ground corn and 
oats, cotton seed oil meal, linseed oil meal, beet pulp, 
silage, chopped beets and alfalfa. 

Those who know Mr. Murphy and appreciate his 
sterling integrity, his intense interest in all kinds of fine 
live stock, especially Holstein-Friesian cattle, and the 
wonderful work he has been doing to promote diversified 
agriculture, dairying and Holstein breeding in the North- 
west through his Minneapolis Tribune and his Femco 
Farms, are happy that this distinguished honor has come 
to Femco, and all extend hearty congratulations to Mr. 
Murphy, to Axel Hansen who is manager of the agri- 
cultural and live stock development department of. the 
Tribune, to Farm Superintendent Frank Ludolph and his 
assistant, E. H. Mead, and especially to Martin Morstad, 
whose faithful and loving care of the heifer herself 
made the record possible. 

This is only one of many high honors that have come 
to this establishment. Femco began as a breeding es- 
tablishment in 1925 and foundation cows purchased dur- 
ing the next few years after that date included May

All-American Award System 


N general, we are well pleased with the operation of 
| the system of selection inaugurated for the 193 

awards. There are some disadvantages to placing such 
a large dependence upon pictures as some pictures are 
more flattering than others. However, it has never hap- 
pened that all members of the Selection Committee were 
able to see even a large proportion of the actual animals 
tiat were under consideration. That would be the ideal 
situation, but, of course, impossible of attainment. We 
fee] that the present method gets at the result as intel- 
ligently and with as little room for criticism as any sys- 
tem that could be practically devised. 


We plan a few minor detail changes in method of 
operation next year. The thing we were most concerned 
about was the number of nominations which were not 
completed because pictures were not available. We are 
going to try where possible to have the nominations 
completed on the spot at the fairs, so that owners may 
have an opportunity to get their pictures made then and 
there. We think that will help avoid the trouble we had 
this year, with over a dozen nominations that were not 
completed because pictures were not available. 


Make-up of the official selection committee also will 
be given careful consideration before plans for 1938 are 
announced. For several years, we have had a problem 
in regard to providing fair representation for West Coast 
breeders. California breeders, in particular, have had 


some grounds for complaint that because Pacific Inter- 
national prizes were not large enough to make it possible 
there was no one on the Committee to 


to show there, 
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give their cattle first hand inspection. This past year 
their problem was solved when Dean Kildee took the 
California State Fair judging assignment. But what 
about next year? Will the Pacific International finances 
permit a prize list that will help restore the old glory of 
this show? Or must some other way be found to serve 
the breeders in this matter? We are frankly looking for 
light. 


The Contest 

OTHING the World has done in a long time has 

N aroused the interest of our readers like the All- 

American Voting Contest, 
announced in this issue. The participation—substan- 
tially 11% of our subscription list—-was a remarkable 
tribute to this widespread interest. It far exceeded our 
highest expectations. We feel it has _ helped tre- 
mendously to center interest on the show ring that can 
only be beneficial. 

On the whole, the returns reflected an intelligent 
study of the competing animals, although there were in- 
dividual ballots scoring as low as 11 points. Geography 
seemed to play a very minor part, with perhaps just a 
bit of a tendency, in classes that were close, to favor ani- 
mals which the voter may have seen and admired at his 
own fair, or which came from his section of the country. 
In but a few cases did we observe what looked like per- 
sonal bias along family lines. 

Of course the picture might be a little different if 
the purpose of the balloting was to choose the winners 
rather than to attempt to forecast what the vote of the 
committee might be. We believe the committee method 
is the soundest and most educational method of selec- 
tion, but we would have no great fear of serious errors 
if the selection were left entirely to popular vote. 

Again, our thanks to all who have helped make this 
program the distinguished success that we feel it was.

Guernsey Sale Figures Compared 

HE current.issue of Guernsey Breeders’ Journal 
"[earries a detailed report and analysis of their public 

auction sales of the past year. As similar figures 
for Holstein sales were presented in our issue of January 
8, our readers may be specially interested. First we want 
to congratulate the Guernsey people on their fine year’s 
work—62 sales offering 2,747 animals for a total of 
$665,049.50, or an average of $252.10. Their outstand- 
ing high lights were an individual cow price of $8,500; 


and a sale averaging $1,334 for 37 head. 
Their general average for the year, like the other 


breeds, was down slightly from 1936, (about $10 a head), 
but with increased numbers selling. Study of details of 
their analysis shows that the widest variation in prices 
compared with Holstein figures comes in the prices for 
Advanced Register cows. They have a much higher 
proportion of cows with A. R. records selling, and their 
buyers are more appreciative of them. We discover 
that A. R. cows and cows over 2 years out of A. R. dams 
made up exactly one-third of entire sale offerings of the 
year. In the Holstein sales of 1937, these classifica- 
tions made up but 7.5% of the offering. The Guernsey 
sales offer on the average a larger percentage of cows 
of milking age—62% compared with our 54.8% for 
Holstein sales, but the striking difference is in the A. R. 
cows and their daughters. 

In the 1937 sales, Guernsey breeders paid an aver- 
age of $398.04 for 513 A. R. cows, compared with the 
Holstein average of $265.95 for 201 A. R. cows. Our 
figure dropped $50 a head from the 1936 figures in this 
classification; theirs gained over $25, due perhaps to 
some of the phenomenal individual prices ranging up to 
$8,500. They sold 792 cows that were not A. R. nor 
from A. R. dams for an average of $197.98. Our figures 
showed 1,276 averaging just $150. Our figures include 
C. T. A. and H. I. R. dams, and we assume the Guernsey 
figures do also. If the A. R. cows and their daughters 
are considered separately, 4,105 Holsteins in the other 
classifications averaged $149.50; while 1,831 Guernseys 
averaged just $175. The wide difference in the general 
average between the two breeds is thus accounted for 
to the greatest extent in the larger proportion of A. R. 
cows offered in Guernsey sales and the much _ better 
appreciation buyers express for them. 

Holstein bulls, however, outsold Guernsey bulls at 
auction in 1937. Our figures showed an average of 
$250.84 for 340 bulls from A. R. dams 212 Guernsey 
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pulls (under 2 years old) from A. R. dams averaged 
$198.53. We sold 125 bulls from untested dams for an 
average of $94.74. The Guernsey figure on 111 such 
pulls was $78.46. The Guernsey bull averages were the 
lowest since 1932 on sons of A. R. cows, dropping some 
$59 per head on bulls under 2 years of age, and more 
than cutting the price in half on bulls over 2 years of age 
from A. R. dams. This latter class dropped from an 
average of $430 for 47 in 1936 to an average uf $208.92 
for 44 in 1937. Our figures on all bulls from A. R. dams 
were $250.84 for 340 in 1937; $281.73 for 292 in 1936. 
All of our other bull classifications (H. I. R. and C. T. 
A. and untested dams) were consistently higher in 1937 
than in 1936, and the general bull average was practi- 
cally the same—$169.11 for 769 in 1937 as against 
$171.40 for 700 in 1936. The general average on Guern- 
sey bulls was $163.57 for 380 bulls of all sorts; a drop 
of over $80 a head from 1936. 


Just what the significance of this trend in bull prices 
may be, we hesitate to offer a suggestion. On its face 
it would indicate a broadening demand for Holstein 
bulls. It could point toward a return to sounder breed- 
ing by Holstein dairy herd owners who have formerly 
been stampeded into trying mixed breeding in a des- 
perate effort to increase fat tests. We can say unre- 
servedly that we hope this is the correct explanation. 


Bang’s Disease Problem 


HE test and slaughter method of controlling Bang’s 
"T Disease is gaining momentum in many states. Regu- 

lations governing inter-state shipments into most of 
the important dairy states really make it necessary for 
breeders to go into the program in order to market their 
surplus cattle. And yet, a great many breeders go into 
it with plenty of mental reservations and plenty of well 
justified nervousness even after their herds may have be- 
come certified as free of the disease. Possibilities of 
breaks, even when utmost care is exercised, can so easily 
undo the work of years, and make it necessary to start 
all over again. 

We note a keen and growing interest by breeders in 
the possibilities of controlling the disease by calfhood 
vaccination. The Bureau of Animal Industry at Wash- 
ington has been doing much intensive experimental work 
with results that seem highly promising. Many breed- 
ers are also making use of it, and it is evident that 
within the next few years we are going to have data 
available that will definitely take this subject out of 
the experimental stage. 

We believe it will be helpful in this connection to 
record as widely as possible the actual experiences of 
breeders with calfhood vaccination, both favorable and 
unfavorable. We ask the cooperation of our readers in 
this matter. We would like to publish from as many 
sources as possible actual data on herd experiences with 
calfhood vaccination. Slaughtering reactors in many 
cases is undoubtedly wise procedure, depending upon cir- 
cumstances. It is often expensive however and takes a 
terrible toll of breeding animals. It does stimulate trade 
for replacements, and where states pay indemnities in 
addition to the Federal indemnities and salvage, breed- 
ers are often able to clean up their herds without too 
much financial loss. The big question still remains, 
however—can they stay clean without some method of 
developing immunity to later infection? 

Two recent developments in Washington seem to us 
significant as to the view of the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry. We quote the following extract from the 
annual report of Dr. John R. Mohler, chief of the Bureau. 
After referring to the successful tuberculosis campaign, 
Dr. Mohler says: 

“A similar campaign, now in its fourth year, is being waged 
against Bang’s disease in cooperation with the States. This 
malady has been especially injurious to cattle. It results in 
the loss of calves and decreased milk production which ma- 
terially hamper herd improvement and curtail gross incomes. 
In addition to the field activities in this work, which include 
testing and slaughter of all reactors, the Bureau has continued 
its scientific research investigations of other methods for con- 
trolling the disease. 

_ “In a series of controlled experiments the calfhood vaccina- 
tion method of coping with the disease showed a high degree 
of effectiveness. As a result of these investigations the method 
is being given a practical trial In several hundred infected herds 
'N various parts of the country.” 

Then along with these comments comes provision in 
the new budget, we are informed, for an appropriation 
of $5,900,000 for Bang’s Disease work next year. The 
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appropriation for the current year was $12,500,000. It 
is hard for us to believe that this appropriation would 
have been cut more than half without some reason other 
than economy to prompt it. In the ordinary course of 
events, with states increasing their appropriations for 
this work, it would seem a larger rather than a smaller 
Federal appropriation would be required, unless the Fed- 
eral Bureau is now ready to take a definite stand in 
recommending calfhood vaccination in place of the more 
expensive test and slaughter method of control. 
We seek more light. 


Congratulations, Femco 


UR heartiest congratulations to Mr. F. E. Murphy 
O and the Femco Farms organization on being the 
first breeder to bring out a 1,000-lb. fat junior 
two-year-old. Breed champions in all other age classes 
had gone by this charmed mark, but up until now it had 
successfully defied the baby two-year-olds. In fact the 
previous mark of 976.2 lbs. fat by Carnation Walker 
Hazelwood had stood unchallenged nearly a dozen years. 
The new champion with her average test of 4.9% for 
the year, also becomes the highest testing 1,000-lb. fat 
cow of the breed. 

Added reason for congratulations to Femco Farms is 
the fact that she represents so many generations of 
Femco breeding. She was herself bred at Femco as was 
her sire, who has his whole breeding life thus far in 
service there, where his dam made her record of 1,068 
Ibs. fat, she a granddaughter of May Walker Ollie Home- 
stead, who spent her declining days as a member of the 
herd. Alma’s dam was also born at Femco and although 
not bred there comes on her sire’s side of the Marathon- 
37th combination that played such an important part in 
the foundation of the Femco herd. In fact the dam’s 
grandsire is at least a three-fourths brother to Pride of 
Sir Piets, foundation sire at Femco. 

It will be noted, too, that her dam is a former Minne- 
sota State Champion in Class C, that the second dam is 
an 800-lb. fat producer and that the third dam is a brood 
cow with three daughters above 750 Ibs. fat. 

It is always a source of great satisfaction to find a 
champion producer so consistently bred for high produc- 
tion for generations back and also to find one carrying 
type so creditable for a champion to display.

Harry Mason Knox 


ARRY MASON KNOX, a member of the Holstein- 
H Friesian Association of America since 1907 and 

widely known among older Holstein breeders, died 
December 3 at the Hepburn Hospital, Ogdensburg, N. Y., 
where he had been a patient for three weeks, suffering 
from a long standing heart trouble. He was 59 years 
of age. A graduate of Cornell University in the class of 
1901, he returned to his home at Canton and joined his 
father in operating the home farm where a fine herd of 
Holsteins was maintained. Most famous animal of their 
breeding was the cow, Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid, 
who in California made four records above 1,000 lbs. 
fat and 30,000 lbs. milk. Following his father’s death, 
Harry retired from farming and for seventeen years was 
associated with the Quaker Oats and Clover Leaf Milling 
companies. He then returned to Canton and purchased 
a small farm where he has since resided. He did con- 
siderable writing on agricultural subjects and was very 
prominent in Grange work, being a Seventh Degree 
Granger and a former officer in both the State and Na- 
tional Granges. He was the main organizer and first 
secretary of the St. Lawrence County Holstein Club, 
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which in 1906 became the first organized county Hol- 
stein club in the United States. In 1925, he married 
Anna Lawrence who survives him together with an 
adopted daughter. 


James G. Strong 


ORMER CONGRESSMAN JAMES G. STRONG of 

Kansas died January 11 after a long illness at the 

home of his son, George E. Strong, of Washington, 
D. C. Congressman Strong was 67 and had devoted 
many years to public service. He was in Congress for 
14 years prior to 1933 as representative of the fifth 
district of Kansas and was the ranking Republican mem- 
ber of the House Banking and Currency Committee. 
Since his retirement from Congress he had been assistant 
treasurer of the Home Owners’ Loan Corporation. <A 
lawyer by profession, Mr. Strong for many years main- 
tained a fine herd of Holsteins and was a powerful ad- 
vocate of the virtues of Holstein milk. So great was 
his affection for his Holsteins that when he became per- 
manently located in Washington, he moved his herd 
from his farm in Kansas to a location just outside Wash- 
ington where he could see it more frequently. Surviving 
in addition to his son are his widow, a daughter, a sister 
and two grandchildren. Funeral services were held at 
Blue Rapids, Kansas.

Walker Ollie Homestead, former U. S. Champion 1,218- 
lb. fat producer, and her All-American daughter; Gra- 
hamholm Colantha Pauline Segis, former world cham- 
pion senior four-year-old with 1,141 lbs. fat, and her 
sister, Grahamholm Colantha Segis Maid, the only cow 
to produce over 100,000 lbs. milk in three lactations; 
Mamsell Johanna, former world champion junior four- 
year-old with 31,515.9 lbs. milk, 1,054 lbs. fat; Miss 
Mutual Rose De Kol, a 1,000-lb. fat daughter of famed 
Rose De Kol Wayne Butter Boy; Miss Jewel Ormsby 
Piebe, a K. P. O. P. daughter that made 1,025 lbs. fat 
after coming to Femco, and many others of like calibre. 

Early herd sires included Pride of Sir Piets, son of 
Marathon Bess Burke from the American champion sen- 
ior three-year-old, Wisconsin Pride 2d, (1,062 lbs. fat); 
Governor Fobes Ormsby Aaggie and Count Veeman Segis 
Piebe 19th, two sons of the former U. S. champion, 
Daisy Aaggie Ormsby 3d (1,286 lbs. fat), and from then 
on mostly herd sires of their own breeding up until 1936 
when they purchased Carnation Ormsby Sir Bessie, son 
of Sir Inka May from the world champion, Carnation 
Ormsby Butter King, with 1,402 lbs. fat from 38,606 lbs. 
milk. 

The foundation having been laid through the pur- 
chase of these great females and herd sires, then came a 
period of testing and development. They have to date 
brought out nine 1,000-lb. fat producers including Femco 
Johanna Bess Fayne, a cow of their own breeding and 
the only twice 1,200-lb. fat (1,500-lb. butter) cow of the 
breed; Lady Pride Pontiac Lieuwkje, the highest record 
All-American aged cow of the breed with 1,186.4 lbs. 
fat, she a daughter of Pride of Sir Piets; Alicia Segis 
Pride with 1,101.5 lbs. fat, another daughter of Pride of 
Sir Piets; Highland Carrie Walker, with 1,068.5 lbs. fat, 
a granddaughter of May Walker Ollie Homestead; Fobes 
Aaggie Pauline, a twice 1,000-lb. fat daughter of 
Governor Fobes Ormsby Aaggie; Miss Jewel Ormsby 
Piebe, already mentioned as the 1,025-lb. fat daughter 
of K. P. O. P.; Sedgland Rosa Creamelle with 1,038 lbs. 
fat; Lyons Ormsby Ava, a 1,000-lb. fat granddaughter 
of Sir P. O. M. 37th, and of course the new 1,000-lb. fat 
junior two-year-old. We do not have an exact count of 
number of 800-lb. fat records made at Femco but believe 
this must be well over half a hundred. 

Sires now in service in addition to Carnation Ormsby 
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Sir Bessie already mentioned include Femco Royal, a 
son of Sir Inka May from the twice 1,200-lb. fat pro- 
ducer; Femco Count Walker Piebe, son of Count 19th 
from Highland Carrie Walker (1,068 lbs. fat); Femco 
Lilith Pride Ormsby, a son of Governor Fobes Ormsby 
Aaggie from one of the greatest daughters of Pride of 
Sir Piets; Femco Jewel Ormsby Piebe, a son of the 
1,025-lb. fat K. P. O. P. daughter, and other younger 
bulls of their own breeding. We believe it can be said 
that for the past ten years no sires have been used at 
Femco except sons of 1,000-lb. fat producers or bulls 
whose two nearest dams average over 1,000 Ibs. fat. 
With all of these great high record sires and the many 
large records they have been making at Femco for years 
some wonderful high record combinations appear in the 
pedigrees of Femco animals and averages of over 1,000 
lbs. fat seven or more nearest dams of a single ani- 
mal are not uncommon at Femco. They have also de- 
veloped the second highest three-generation group of 
producers of the breed, consisting of Lady Pride Pontiac 
Lieuwkje (1,186.4 lbs. fat), her daughter, Femco Aag- 
gie Lady Pride (994.1 lbs. fat) and granddaughter, 
Femco Lady Pride Ormsby Piebe (940.8 lbs. fat at 3% 
years), the three direct generations averaging 1,040.4 
lbs. fat or over 1,300 lbs. butter.

Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I enjoy your paper very much, especially those 
articles written by such men as Mark Keeney and the 
recent one by A. W. Petersen, both on selecting the herd 
sire, because their knowledge is harvested from years of 
satisfactory experiment and experience with dairy cattle. 
Their feet are always on the ground. 


But one question, if you please. Why is it that occa- 
sionally someone gets the idea that we have all been 
breeding Holsteins for 50 years or so, and fails to men- 
tion the name of men or cattle to whom they are referr- 
ing in their articles, such as the case of Petersen? He 
went to some length describing a bull that did not nick 
in one herd but did in other herds of different bloodlines, 
and then did not let us newcomers know the bull he was 
talking about. And then there was the man who can 
continuously outcross with good results, but who and 
with what lines? 

These instances would surely prove valuable in a 
study of nicking blood lines if full information was given 
the average breeder. I, for one, would like to know, 
if such things are not to be shrouded in mystery because 
of their very nature.

CONTEST

Bob Gall tied for sixth and Glen 
Householder and Anthony Kunkel 
just in with their 126 scores. May- 
tag and Lauxmont Farms employees 
each put three in the winning list. 
Mildred Fox, daughter of the first 
prize winner, was the highest in the 
National Pedigree group, which took 
up this contest rather seriously. 

It may be of interest to know how 
the winning ballots were made up. 
Mr. Albrecht picked all of the first 
place winners correctly, but missed 
out on the Reserve winners in the 
bull calf, aged cow, senior yearling 
heifer, junior yearling heifer and 
Get of Sire—these five Reserves 
costing him 15 points for a 135 point 
total. Mr. Marko had fourteen All- 
Americans correct and twelve of the 
Reserves, missing on Reserve aged 
cow and Reserve Get of Sire, but 
getting only one point in the 3-year- 
old bull class when he put Hallrose 
Tritomia first and Paul Olympus 
Rocharm second. Mr. Fox also had 
fourteen All-Americans correct, 
missed the Reserve aged cow 
and Reserve junior yearling heifer, 
and lost out in the heifer calf class 
when he picked Swartz Masterpiece 
Pontiac Sally for first, and put the 
winner, Strathmore Mary Koba 
Heilo, in second place. Among the 
other top ranking entries, most com- 
mon demerits were in reversing the 
Senior yearling bulls and four-year- 
old heifers, heifer calves and Reserve 
aged cows, Reserve Get of Sire and 
Reserve junior yearling heifers—all 
classes where the contest was close 








and the votes of the Committee itself 
were quite widely split. 


Many readers will find the tabula- 
tion of the popular vote, along with 
the official votes of the Selection 
Committee the most interesting of 
this report. This will be found in 
full detail on page 9. In this tabula- 
tion, first place votes are counted at 
7 points; second place votes at 3 
points, the same as in the official 
vote of the Committee. Honor of 
leading the whole ticket goes to Sen- 
sation Zilla of Baker Farm, Baker 
Farm’s distinguished aged cow, first 
choice of 1,558 voters, second choice 
of 69 more, for a total of 11,113 
points. Waupun Tritomia Fobes 
Homestead, junior yearling bull, 
came next with 10,518 points, fol- 
lowed by the Produce of May Heilo 
Sensation with 10,482; and Man-O- 
War Progressor with 10,035 points; 
four other winners had over 9,000 
points. 


Twelve of the fifteen All-American 
winners were the leaders in the popu- 
lar vote. In three classes, the popu- 
lar vote would have reversed the 
official placings, to put Wimbledon 
Dean Marathon 4th above Lonsdale 
Ne Plus Sir Model; Oostie Inkarna- 
tion Bussie above K B K O Jose- 
phine, and Pabst Fashionable Mon- 
cade above Strathmore Mary Koba 
Heilo. Reserve placing would have 
been changed in three more classes. 
Strathmore Francy Matchless would 
have replaced Cornell Ollie Cather- 
ine; Plus Bessie Stephanie would 
have gone above W I § Zonia as 
would also Pabst Moncade Ormsby 
Isabell, and the Get of Man-O-War 


62d would have been well above Car- 
nation Sensation. 


Putting it the other way around, if 
the awards had been decided by the 
popular vote, there would have been 
twelve All-Americans unchanged. 
The other three would have been re- 
versals of present second place win- 
ners. Of the Reserves, nine would 
have been unchanged; three would 
have been moved down from present 
No. 1 rating, and the other three 
would have moved up from the Hon- 
orable Mention group. In one case, 
this last change would have moved 
up a National Dairy Show winner; in 
the other two, Royal winners. 

We want to think every one of 
our readers who took part in this 
contest for helping to make it the 
success that it was. We hope—and 
believe—that you found it enjoy- 
able and worthwhile, and we hope it 
may be continued in future years. 





A. S. Albertson, Fargo, N. D., in 
renewing his World’ subscription, 
writes, “Our section of North Dakota 
had a very good crop of alfalfa hay 
and the best corn crop in many a 
year.

Personally, I noticed 
that in my own herd they have res- 
ponded to good feed by their pro- 
duction and the better condition of 
the cattle, and the younger stuff are 
growing faster and getting a better 
start to become good dairy cows. 
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New York Annual Meeting 


The annual meeting of the New 
York Holstein-Friesian Association 
was held in Ogdensburg, on Tuesday, 
January 11, with President Carl 
Wooster presiding. This was the first 
meeting of the Association to be held 
in Northern New York and although 
because of weather and road condi- 
tions, not too satisfactory train sched- 
ules and the remote distance of 
Ogdensburg from many of. the pop- 
ulous Holstein centers of the state, 
the attendance was not quite as large 
as at some former meetings, every 
organized club with one or two ex- 
ceptions was represented at the 
meeting. 


President Wooster called the meet- 
ing to order at 10:30 A. M., in the 
spacious assembly room of the City 
Hall and after roll call gave an in- 
formal address in which he touched 
upon the high lights of the past 
year’s work, including the record 
membership, the pleasant and prof- 
itable relation between the Associa- 
tion and the State College at Cornell 
which gives the Association the part- 
time services of one of their staff as 
Field Secretary, and the valuable 
work of Prof. Stanley Brownell, for- 
mer State Secretary in supervising to 
some extent the work of the State 
Office. He announced that the Na- 
tional Extension Service has prom- 
ised that Glen Householder, new Di- 
rector of Extension, will be available 
as the speaker at the spring banquets 
of the local clubs of the state. He 
also referred to the need of more 
funds for extension work, particular- 
ly in the promotion of more Holstein 
Calf Clubs. 


Frank Wavle, for many years treas- 
urer of the Association reported that 
the year started with a balance of 
$411, had receipts for the year of 
over $6,000 with expenditures slight- 
ly larger than receipts, leaving a bal- 
ance of $331.97 in the general fund 
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in addition to $1,126 in the interest 
account. 


Secretary James D. Burke, who 
took over the office late in the year, 
reported a membership of 1,350 as an 
all-time high for the Association and 
stated that as a result of circular let- 
ters sent from the State Office this 
fall, 280 members had paid up for 
1938 prior to the annual meeting.

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A LONG LIVED FAMILY 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I believe we can report a group of 
cows whose achievements are worthy 
of comment in the World. 

The cow, Epworth Johanna Gris- 
elda, reported in the November 27 
issue with over 13,000 lbs. at 16 
years, made two previous records in 
our herd averaging over 20,000 lbs. 
and is still going strongly with a 
sound udder though on January 1 
she entered her 19th year. She had 
her 13th calf on March 30, 1937, and 
we believe is carrying her 14th. She 
averaged 65 lbs. per day for one 
month in her last lactation. Her 
sister, Epworth Toitilla Wayne, also 
born in 1919, we sold to our neigh- 
bors, Rothwell Bros., in 1927. She 
had her 16th living calf (no twins) 
in June 1937, and we believe it is as 
good a calf as she has ever had, so 
good in fact that we have already 
purchased him. Epworth Toitilla 
Wayne has over 16,000 lbs., 3.53%, 
in 305 days as a junior two-year-old, 
which was the largest in Canada 
when made. She has four R O P 
daughters and two XX sons. Gris- 
elda has also proven daughters and 
granddaughters. Both these cows 
prize winners in the Ottawa Dairy 
Test in 1924 and both are Gold 
Medal cows. 

Another sister we sold to Mr. P. J. 
Salley (a former president of our 
Canadian association). She made 
several large records, including one 
of 24, 870 lbs. at 12 years of age. 
Still another sister, Epworth Toitilla 
Queen, born in 1918, made _ the 
fourth largest record in her class in 
1921 and had her last calf in 1934

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when she had to be disposed of for 
udder trouble. Also another sister, 
Epworth Johanna May, born in 1919, 
made a record in our herd at 9 years 
of age, but we kept her till last 
spring when she just seemed to 
“peter out’; her udder was perfect 
to the last. Both Queen and May 
were scored ‘‘Excellent’’. 

These cows were all sired by Riv- 
erside Johanna Toitilla which we 
purchased from J. W. Richardson of 
Caledonia, Ont., who for several dec- 
ades has been sending good sires to 
all corners of Canada. Considering 
the fact that this bull was bred to 
only a very few pure bred cows and 
only seven daughters ever had an 
opportunity to make a yearly record, 
we think that this is a record of 
longevity, accompanied by usefulness 
just a little out of the ordinary.

One of these went down 
as a suspect for T. B. for maturity 
(she had no lesions) and the other 
died from neglected foul in her foot. 
None of these cows ever had any 
bone meal or mineral supplement of 
any kind in their growing period and 
at least the six whose records we 
made never had at any time; about 
Mr. Salley’s cow I am not sure how 
she was fed. 

There are several bulls in service 
in this township that combine the 
blood of these sisters. Our own herd 
sire is from a cow that is a grand-

elda and Epworth Toitilla Walker 
(one of the sisters last mentioned)

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and is sired by a bull whose dam is 
Epworth Toitilla Wayne and whose 
sire’s dam is Epworth Johanna Gris- 
elda.

GRASSLAND 

Recently the editor of a _ well- 
known agricultural magazine was 
asked why his publication gave so 
much space to grasses and forage 
crops. “T must confess’, he said, 
“that I was amazed. I had taken it 
for granted that everyone knew that 
grass is the basis of human existence 
on this earth. Without grass we 
would have no bread, no meat and, 
in a short time, no vegetation on the 
face of the earth.’’ 

A few weeks ago the Fourth Inter- 
national Grassland Congress was held 
in Great Britain. It was attended by 
456 delegates representing 37 coun- 
tries, convened at Oxford University 
and later followed an itinerary visit- 
ing research stations, famous pasture 
and livestock farms. Dr. O. McCon- 
key of the Ontario Agricultural Col- 
lege, Guelph, who attended, is au- 
thority for the statement that the 
Congress gave evidence that the 
world is rapidly becoming “‘grassland 
conscious” from two. standpoints, 
namely, the enormous crop and feed 
value of pasture and hay, and sec- 
only, the value of grass in improving 
and conserving the soil, man’s great- 
est heritage, and preventing soil 
erosion. Dr. McConkey quotes Lord 
Bledisloe, who in welcoming the del- 
egates said that, ‘‘during the last two 
decades man had learned more about 
grassland than during the last 2,000 
years”’’. Also, according to Dr. R. G. 
Stapledon, Director of the Welsh 
Plant Breeding Station and President 
of the Fourth International Grass- 
land Congress, who opened the paper 
reading section at Aberystwyth, 
Wales, ‘“‘Grass is the core of the ag- 
ricultural industry’’. 

According to Dr. McConkey it is 
not fully realized by Canadians that 
hay and pasture are the most valu- 
able crops grown in Eastern Canada. 
They form the basis of the dairy and 
livestock industry and preserve and 
improve the soil; 65 per cent of the 
cultivated land of the five eastern 
provinces of Canada is growing hay 
and pasture. ‘‘We as a Canadian peo- 
ple must awaken to the realization of 
the importance of our hay and pas- 
tures crops’’, says Dr. McConkey. 
“They furnish our lowest cost feeds 
and are basic to the success of our 
dairy and livestock industry. These 
crops offer great possibilities of im- 
provement in production and qual- 
ity’’.

changing the date of the annual 
meeting of the State Association to 
some more favorable season of the 
year. 

‘ Much discussion, both for and 
against, was aroused by a resolution 
requesting the State Department of 
Agriculture and Markets to require 
open competition for all residents of 
the state in the live stock classes at 
all fairs receiving state aid. This was 
vigorously opposed by many mem- 
bers and supported by others and the 
aye and no vote was so close that a 
standing vote was ordered, resulting 
in the resolution being lost. The 
meeting adopted a resolution urging 
that health regulations at all fairs 
receiving state aid shall be the same 
as those at the State Fair. 

A resolution by the Chenango 
County Club to the effect that the 
State Association sponsor at the next 
National Convention an amendment 
providing that no bulls be registered 
with black markings touching the 
hoof was disapproved by the Resolu- 
tions Committee and after consider- 
able discussion was lost by a divided 
vote.

Prof. F. B. Morrison of Cornell 
University spoke interestingly but 
briefly on the experiments in quality 
of protein now going on at the State 
College, and Prof. Stanley Brownell 
spoke briefly on the plans for a bet- 
ter breeding program in the state re- 
ferred to in Resolution No. 2. 

George M. Clemons, Secretary of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Canada was introduced and enter- 
tained the crowd for upwards of an 
hour with slides and moving pictures 
taken by himself in France, Holland, 
Germany, and Great Britain. These 
were in natural color and accompan- 


ied by Mr. Clemons’ running com- 
ments were greatly enjoyed. For- 
tunately the ladies attending the 


meeting, who had been taken on a 
sight-seeing trip during the after- 
noon, returned to the assembly room 
in time to see the pictures.

Strathmore Poetess Colantha, Royal 
winner, was on everybody’s ticket, having two seconds, 
end four thirds for ten points. Again in this class a 4-H 
club heifer gets Honorable Mention, this being Pandora 
Tritomia Ormsby Fobes, owned by Harry W. Piffer, Jr., 
Iowa, 4-H champion at Waterloo and runner up to the 
junior champion in the open class. 

There was plenty of fireworks in the junior yearling 
class. Fresniere Inka Carmelle, Royal junior champion, 
had the call from four members, in addition to a second 
and a third for a total of 32 points. From there on it was 
anybody’s battle. Both Plus Bessie Stephanie (National 
winner) and WIS Zonia (Waterloo winner) received a 
vote for first place, but the tabulation showed Zonia with 
three third places in addition, for 10 points; Lauxmont 
Rag Apple Countess Again, with three seconds and a 
third also totalled ten, while Stephanie received one ad- 
ditional third place vote for 8. Pabst Moncade Ormsby 
Isabelle, with 6 points on two second place votes, was 
only just behind. The popular vote broke the tie in 
Zonia’s favor by a comfortable margin. 

In the heifer calf class, there was an even closer fit. 
Mr. Misner was excused from voting in this class because 
of his purchases of one of the nominees just before her 
final showing. The other five judges split two, two and 
one on their first choices, going two each for Strathmore 
Mary Koba Heilo and Pabst Fashionable Moncade and 
one for Baker Farm Gardenia. The Koba Heilo heifer 
ccupled a second place vote with her pair to total 17, 
just one better than Moncade, who had two additional 
third choice votes for a 16 total. Gardenia also had a 
second and a third for 11 points. Swartz Masterpiece 
Pontiac Sally had three second places and a third for 10 
points. R L Man-O-War Josephine made the Honorable 
Mention list with one third place vote. 

The Get of Sire vote was unanimous for the four 
great cows by King Toitilla Acme, which topped the class 
at the National. General opinion was that this group 
would rate pretty nearly as an all-time top for the class. 
Reserve position found three close contenders. Carnation 
Sensation, with another milking female group, received 
three second choice votes, and the total of 9 points was 
just enough. King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby had two 
seconds and two thirds for 8, while Man-O-War 62d, with 
the Royal grouping, had a second and three thirds for 
six. Triune Alexina Ormsby, with another milking 
group, made the Honorable Mention list. 


In the Produce of Dam class, Mr. Misner was again 
excused from voting on account of the Lashbrook Pearl 
Ormby nomination from Dunloggin. The other five voted 
unanimously for the Mtaytag bulls out of May Heilo Sen- 
sation, who were also the All-American Produce of 1936. 
The Produce of Little Gypsie had four second place votes 
for a total of 12, and the Reserve honor. The Lash- 
brook Pearl Ormsby group had a second and three thirds 
for six. Cornell Ollie Pride and Miss Inka De Kol Dutch 
one third place each. 
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The geography of the All-American placings may be 
of interest. Maytag Dairy Farms, Newton, Iowa, with 
three All-Americans and two Reserves, head the list, as 
last year. Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, Ill., have two All- 
Americans, and a Reserve, and bred a third All-Amer- 
ican as well as the sire of still another. Baker Farm, 
Exeter, N. H., also had two, perhaps the two that breed- 
ers would most covet, the Get of Sire and the aged cow 
awards. The other eight All-Americans went one to a 
customer. Pabst Farms while not quite crashing 
through to an All-American had three Reserves and 
Wimbledon had two. Wisconsin Board of Control 
added two Reserves to their single All-American 
award. Carnation Milk Farms had one Reserve in ad- 
dition to one All-American. The fifteen All-Americans 
were located in seven states and four Canadian provinces; 
the Reserves from seven states and one Canadian Prov- 
ince. Canada as a whole won four All-Americans and 
one Reserve, and two other All-Americans were bred in 
Canada. Wisconsin had one All-American and six Re- 
serves. On a point basis, Iowa is first with 27; Wiscon- 
sin close behind with 25; Illinois with 15, New Hamp- 
shire 14, Washington and Albert 10 each. 


King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje increased his All- 
American score by three and a Reserve, while one of his 
sons sired an All-American and a Reserve. King Toitilla 
Acme sired two All-Americans—the Get and the aged 
cow; Man-O-War 62d sired the top aged bull and the 
winning Produce; Posch Ormsby Fobes one All-Amer- 
ican and one Reserve; Carnation Sensation two Reserves. 
Sir Inka May had a Reserve winner, and two sons that 
sired three Reserve winners. No other sire broke into 
the top list more than once. 

In connection with this report, we are pleased to 
present the pictures of the All-American winners of 1937 
and the Reserve All-Americans. We make this sixteenth 
annual presentation with considerable pride.

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Phosphorous 


By FRANK N. DECKER 


Phosphate is the important plant 
food element in which our soils are 
most commonly deficient causing 
low yields and low quality of crops 
and pasture. This is so because 
phosphorus leaves the farm as it is 
captured in crops for market and is 
thus dissipated from the soil, and 
it must be restored through acid- 
rock processed into a product called 
superphosphate in order to maintain 
the productibility of the soil. Con- 
versely, this phosphate robbery is 
generally admitted to be among 
America’s greatest agricultural pro- 
blems. 


It is generally understood that of 
all chemicals making up the soil, 
roughly twenty-five in number, 
phosphorus and lime (calcium) are 
the two essentials which do not suf- 
ficiently reproduce themselves in the 
practice of good husbandry. Both 
when exhausted from the land must 
be brought back to maintain pro- 
ductibility and for the best health 
and vigor of all plant and animal 
life consuming the production. Ex- 
perts tell us that phosphorus (pro-

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vided by phosphate) is ‘‘a necessity 
in human, animal and plant nutri- 
tion.”’ 


While there is a scarcity in the 
world of this soil chemical ingredi- 
ent, we have rich deposits of it in 
this country, notably in Idaho, Utah 
and Wyoming, and some adjoining 
states, although the nation relies al- 
most wholly on its small deposits in 
Tennessee and Florida for its present 
supply. It is rumored that foreign 
agents are now seeking control of 
these deposits and processes for 
manufacturing phosphate. Fortu- 
nately most of these deposits are on 
public lands. It is recognized that 
nitrates can be captured from the air 
and replaced to the soil by planting 
legumes, and lime (calcium) is 
readily available usually at a modest 
price. But the restoring of phos- 
phorus through phosphates to the 
soil is a world wide problem of 
magnitude. 


At the present time American 
farmers are applying less than one 
and three-quarter million tons of 
this rock phosphate a year, while 
it is estimated that in order to bal- 
ance the annual loss to our soils 
three times as much should be add- 
ed annually to our soil—five million 
tons. At the same time we are ex- 
porting a million tons per year, 
chiefly to Japan and Germany. 


In nature phosphates tend to re- 
main in balance in the soil because 
the remains of the plants and 
animals return it to the soil. But 
forced cultivation in our agriculture 
requires more of this vital soil ele- 
ment than normal growth and thus 
land under intensive cultivation is 
being constantly depleted as the 
phosphate reserve tends to move to- 
wards the cities with the crops to 
market and is thus lost to our crop. 
land. 


Erosion causes a heavy drain of 
phosphate since the forms’ most 
available to plant life are found 
especially in the surface layers of the 
soil. 


So, with our modern methods of 
increasingly high production of 
milk and feeds and forced animal 
growth, this mineral element which 
is cropped off through consumption 
of pasture grasses, various rough- 
ages and grains, results in soil im- 
poverishment. It follows that there is 
increased demand and lessened sup- 
the deficiency with its disastrous 
ramifications. 


In the last session of the Congress, 
Senator James P. Pope of Idaho led 
a very earnest group in an effort 
started to solve our phosphate de- 
ficiency problem, which ranks high 
among the most important confront- 
ing agriculture—it being even re- 
ferred to as: ‘‘The great phosphate 
robbery.”’ The whole matter will 
surely come up before the next ses- 
sion of the Congress. 


American production of this vital 
element in the soil fell off more than 
one-half million tons in 1936, as 
against 1930, though exportation 
has not appreciably diminished. 
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Senator Pope seeks to have a “‘pilot 
plant’”’ promptly established in the 
West for demonstration of this 
great. national need and to increase 
its use upon the farms of the United 
States, and to restrict the manu- 
facture of phosphate strictly for 
domestic consumption. 


In livestock breeding, normally 
animals can store enough of calcium 
and phosphorus to supply their full 
needs, provided these minerals are 
in the ground from which the 
animals’ foods were taken. Animals 
need phosphorus and calcium in much 
larger amounts than any of the other 
minerals, except salt. Cornell’s_ re- 
cent bulletin by Professor Maynard 
is authority for the statement that 
calcium and phosphorus make up 
70% of the mineral matter of the 
body and more than 50% of that 
in milk. They are so interrelated 
in nutrition that a ration low in 
either will result in undernourish- 
ment with respect to both. Grow- 
ing animals require liberal amounts 
of these elements to build bone and 
milking animals need large supply 
for their milk. There is a constant 
daily demand for them in animal 
growth and maintenance, and in re- 
spect to growth and reproduction the 
need is very greatly increased. 


In practice, to meet the phosphorus 
deficiency in animals, more and 
more, steamed bonemeal is fed. It 
should contain at least 30% of cal- 
cium and 13% of phosphorus. In 
pasture it is, of course, a good policy 
to give dairy cattle free access to 
salt. But in addition they should 
also have free access to a mineral 
mixture at all times. The mixture 
recommended is 200 lbs. steamed 
bonemeal with 100 lbs. of salt, or 
100 lbs. steamed bonemeal, 100 lbs. 
finely ground limestone and 100 Ibs. 
of salt. My experience shows that 
where there is a phosphorus body or 
ration deficiency in our cows and 
young stock and the mixture is offer- 
ed them the need is demonstrated 
by the animals devouring the mix- 
ture ravishly. 

With cattle in the barn another 
good method to use in feeding is to 
include the mixture as 1% of the 
grain mixture where grain is fed 
liberally. But during the summer 
when the cows also have pasturage 
it is recommended that as much as 
2% of the mineral ration should be 
added to the grain fed. 


Concerning this whole mineral 
matter as discussed in its broadest 
and more practical application, I 
wish finally to add a conclusion which 
I have been forced to _ recognize 
rather reluctantly as an important 
fact. It is: That while Bang 
Abortion is a constant menace to 
dairymen, yet in difficulties exper- 
ienced in breeding animals, getting 
them safely in calf, and in turn the 
dam’s retaining her calf on through 
to a regular freshening with 4 
normal healthy birth, all leads one 
to the conclusion that difficulties 
experienced are in them in more 
apparently directly traceable to 


mineral deficiencies in the growing 
of the calf and her development 
thereafter, than they are to Bang 
Abortion troubles.

Believe it or not 2.88 
inches of rain fell during the 24 
hours that we were in Seattle and 
at Carnation and if you do not think 
that that is some rainfall just vis- 
ualize how deep the water would be 
on your bathroom floor if you let 
the tub run over to a depth of nearly 
three inches.

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York State Fair 1937; and Sensation 
Dorothy of Baker Farm, a high 
money cow at many leading shows of 
1937, these four making up the un- 
defeated All-American Get of Sire for 
the past year. Some years ago, King 
Toitilla Acme himself was purchased 
by C. R. Newton, Woodbridge, Ct., 
who has since had him in heavy serv- 
ice at his Amity Farm, refusing many 
flattering offers for him from such 
well known breeders as Will Robens 
and his daughters continued to bring 
him fame. 

During the show season it was an- 
nounced that Baker Farm had leased 
King Toitilla Acme from Mr. Newton 
for a period of several years. The 
sudden death of Mr. Baker caused 
this deal to be held up and we under- 
stand that it is still pending, as well 
as is the purchase by Baker Farm of 
a half interest in one of Mr. New- 
ton’s sons of King from Bruach Syl- 
via Posch, the cow with which Mc- 
Laury Bros. some years ago broke 
the New York State Record in Class 
C with 789.7 lbs. fat at 6 yrs. This 
wonderful cow, later sold by Mc- 
Laury Bros. to Mr. Newton, is dam 
of Sensation Matchless of Baker 
Farm, mentioned above, and is also 
dam of Bruach Bearli, one of the 
stars of the Fraser herd, both sired 
by King Toitilla Acme and hence full 
sisters to her son in the Newton 
herd. Not yet a year old, this bull 
is described as a wonderfully promis- 
ing individual, and it is to be hoped 
that the deal with Baker Farm can 
go through so as to give this out- 
standing bull further opportunity for 
service to the breed. 


YEAST-FED COWS NOT IMMUNE 
TO MASTITIS 

While there may be other benefits 
follow on its use, consuming her 
daily allowance of irradiated yeast 
will not keep bossy free from mas- 
titis infections, declare specialists at 
the State Experiment Station at Gen- 
eva, N. Y., where two years’ scientific 
investigation of this point have just 
been completed and the results pub- 
lished in a technical bulletin. 

“For some years the general ob- 
servation has been made that herds 
fed irradiated yeast for the produc- 
tion of vitamin D milk appear to be 
less susceptible to mastitis infection 
than herds which receive no ir4 
radiated yeast in their diet,’’ says 
Dr. G. J. Hucker who is directing 
the mastitis investigations at the 
Station. Realizing that if it should 
prove possible to increase the re- 
sistance of dairy cows to mastitis 
by modifying the diet the practice 
would prove of tremendous import- 
ance to dairy farmers, Dr. Hucker 
and his associates began a series of 
investigations to determine the effect 
of irradiated yeast on the resistance 
of dairy cows to udder infections. 

A total of 116 cows in four herds 
was used in the experiment which 
covered a period of more than two 
years. Prior to the beginning of the 
feeding tests, weekly samples of milk 
were taken from each of the cows 
and subjected to various tests to de- 
termine the extent of infection pres- 
ent in the udder of each animal. Be- 
ginning with the feeding of the 
yeast, similar samples were taken for 
a period of twenty months. 

“In general,’’ concludes Dr. Huck- 
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er, “the feeding of irradiated yeast 
was found to have no significant ef- 
fect upon the resistance of the udder 
to the invasion of mastitis strepto- 
cocci. We did note that, depending 
upon the index of infection used, 
slightly more of the yeast-fed cows 
showed a slowing down of the in- 
fection during the period of the ex- 
periment than in the case of cows 
were not fed the irradiated yeast. 
However, no complete protection 
from mastitis infection followed the 
feeding of irradiated yeast.”’

In a previous pur- 
chase from Quon-quont, Dr. Smead 
took two daughters of their present 
herd sire, Quonquont King Deysher 
so is getting a nice foundation of 
Quon-quont breeding. 


Lindsey Wilson Junior College, 
Columbia, Kentucky, reports the sale 
of a young bull calf to Walter Mur- 
rell, Columbia, Kentucky. Mr. Mur- 
rell, a former Wisconsin Holstein 
dairyman, and who owns a small 
herd of Jerseys, is making a start 
with Holsteins. Mr. A. P. White, 
president of the college, writes, 
“We have scarcely any Holsteins in 
this section of the state mostly 
Jerseys and beef stock — and it is 
hard to get this kind of milk stock 
started. People in surrounding 
towns have been accustomed to buy- 
ing Jersey and Guernsey milk and 
insist on more cream in their milk 
bottles, thus making it difficult to 
develop a Holstein dairy here.’’ Hol- 
stein-Friesian cows furnish milk for 
the college, they having sold out the 
herd of mixed stock last year and 
made replacements of purebred Hol- 
steins.
